Christopher John JONES was fair and humane when 
interacting with detainees, but HE did not hesitate to reprimand 
those who failed to follow Camp 4's rules. This led a number of 
detainees to strongly dislike HIM. At times, Christopher John 
JONES even feared a number of detainees would attempt to cause 
HIM bodily harm. Detainees never asked HIM for an 
interrogator's last name. Occasionally, a detainee would ask 
HIM to spell the name their interrogators were known by, so they 
could write a note to them.
